5. (Currently amended) A dental implant apparatus as described in Claim 3 w i th e xpandab le s i des 
for locking into a pr e dr il led ho le in bon e hav i ng an upp e r conforma l sock e t, a hol l ow 
expansion tube w i th a wall having a l t e rnat e r i bs and op e n spac es, and a l ow e r r e taining nut; 
said hollow expans i on tube compressib l e along a major axis by tight e ni n g a r e ta i ning 
compression screw through sa i d conforma l socket, sa i d expans i on tube and sa i d 
r e ta i n i ng nut; 

and sa i d r i bs e xpand i ng outward upon the tightening of said r e ta i n i ng compress i on screw 
compris i ng outwardly e xpand i ng r i bs with comprising a notched edge on said ribs 
bbwing outward to a greater distance than the un-notched edge of said ribs to prevent 
rotation of said dental implant apparatus during installation and use, said notched 
edges on said ribs alternating edges of alternate said ribs. 


(Currently amended) A dental implant apparatus, as described in Claim 3,- compr i s i ng a 
hollow expansion tub e hav i ng comprising a truncated conical shape to better mimic the 
normal root shape of a tooth. 
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
